London, Jan. 11. — In view of the as- 
sembling of the British lleet for aetive 
service and the many clouds hovering 
over tlie horizon of polities, the cabinet 
meeting-held at Downing Street to-day 
is entitled to rank as one of tlio most 
momentous in the liistory of Great 
Britain. The ministers had to make 
deciaiona upon several questions of vital 
importance to the British Empire, in- 
eludint; the Transvaal, Aniienian and 
Venezuelan ditliculties, and Great 
l-?ritaiii's [losition towards the other 
European powers. 

It is a striking fact that although the 
present cabinet is one of the largest on 
record, it is known to be unanimous on 
all the leading questions under discus 
sion, antl the i;eutral figure among the 
iiiiuisters is undoubtedly Rt. Hon. 
.loaeph Chamberlain, the formerly much 
abused lladical leader, whose able treat- 
ment of the recent colonial difficulties 
have excited the admiration of even his 
most violent opponents. 

It, is impossible not to remark the 
woniderftil change of feeling towards him 
in the Badical press, which only lately 
scarcely ever rwerred to him withou't 
calling him " Judas." Now theKadical 
editors have nothing but tbe warmest 
eulogies for the Secretary of .State for 
the Colonies, and he might also be de- 
seribed as a popular hero at the jiresent 
moment. 

The latest advices from the Transvaal 
would seem on their face to indicate 
that the situation is in no way so liope- 
ful as it was a couple of days ago, in 
spite of ofScial statements to the con- 
trary, and it is believed that tho cabinet 
is considering most uidooked for de- 
marfds upon the part of President 
Kruger, demands which it is 
intimated Great Britttin cannot 
jiosaibly ooncede. The - reports of the 
deadlock in the negotiations Between Sir 
iTercules Robinson, governor of Cape 
Colony, and Frcsident Kruger at Pre- 
toria, which Teport£3 are generally be- 
lieved correct, show the gnivity of tlie 
situation there and accoiiuL for iiiucli of 
tlie warlike preparatioiiH being made by 
Great Britain. 

On the stock exchange to-day there 
were ruiuors that the government in- 
quiry into the events wliieb led up to 
Dr. Jameson 'h raid into tbe Transvaal 
will lead to the startling revelation that 
the whole plot was hatcbud a groiij) of 
financiers in London, including .several 
" parvenus." In addition tbe state- 
ment is made by .a financial paper that 
liarney Barnato, the so-calleu Katlir 
IviuK, who has considerable holdings in 
Dolagoa Bay, has offered to sell tiiem to 
tho British government, which is 
considering the matter. This may ex- 
plain the reported purchase of Deiagoa 
Hay from Portiigal by the government 
of Great Britain. .Another feature of 
the situation is tlie feeling that J>'riiiice, 
although she would perbiips like to see 
Great Britain eerioiisly injured, would 
never allow Gei inany to win, but would 
seek a prete.\t while Gernuiny was crip- 
pled to secure a " revancb.e " for 1870-71. 

Atxording to the AVestiniiiBter tiaz- 
ette, Germany's reciMit. attitude on tlie 
Armenian (|uestiiiii has alieniitud (.ireat 
Britain uiid led to a reapproaclmient of 
tbe latter country to France, and the 
Marqai? of Salisbury, it asserts, -suggest- 
<.'<1 to the powers an internation- 
al agreement, by which Russia was 
to be entrusted with the pacification 
of Armenia, but the proposition col- 
lapsed through the opposition of Ger- 
many. Now, when Great ISritaiii is 
found to have been confronted with the 
demainl of Germany to )iass an tirnitHl 
force through neutral territory for tin? 
ptiriKise of cslabli.sliiiig (.lernian troops 
in the tnmavaal, it, became evident, ao- 
coixiing to the tiaztstte, that there must 
be a change in tin; direction of (rreat Brit- 
ain's Kuniiiean leanings, a/ul the inmie- 
<liate result has been the re-ap- 
jirojicimient with France. Continuing, 
the West-ini lister C-!azette says tlicre is 
absolutely no intention to enter tbe 
Franco-Kusso alliance any more than 
tho dreibund; but Great Britain has be- 
come, it is hoped, better friends with 
both France atid Russia. iRegarding the 
Transvaal, the Gazette tviews the allowed 
demands of "the Boors for compenflabion 
with scepticism, and adds: "It is a triv- 
ial (luestion, almost as ijisignilicant .;im 
tbe ownership of a swainji on either side 
of tbe Sclioiulierg line. 

In tbe ineiiinvhile preparations fo.'- 
war ;ire being actively pushed liy (/Ireat 
Britain. 'riic'-eo tons of Lco-^Ietford 
rides have been .received at Cbatbani for 
tbe warships which are being commis- 
sioned there to form part of the Hying 
squadron. 

A report from Durban., Natal, says 
that lion. Sir "Walter Francis Haij'- 
Ilutebinson, Qovernor of Natal lias gone 
to Pretroriato arrange with Sir Hereuleu 
Robinson, Governor of Cape Colony, 
for the transportation of IDr. 
Jameson and his foilowerd through 
Natal to England. Arrangements have 
been made to bring the parties under 
arrest from Cajietown to England by a 
troopaliip. 

Tbe Observer, ITnionist, in .m edi- 
torial says tluit tbe manner in which 
the (lirectors of tbe Charteri'd Goinpany 
Inive iised tlieir powers will compel tin; 
Secretary of Slate for tbe Colonie.H 
t(i e.v.aniine the whole question 
nf tbe vididity of their right.s. 
Tlie Boers are by no incans sinless. The 
rejieated pledges made bj' President 
Kruger have been broken again and 
again, and tlie Jameson escapade cannot 
postpone drastic changes in South 
Africa. Dr. Jameson's raid must be 
paid for, but not by a people that this 
country can ultimately utilii!e, ,

PREPARING TO FIGHT. 



Great Britain Gettiiig: Reaily— The 
People Tliorong-hly Imbued With 
the War Spirit. 



Never Before Was Such a Powerful 
Naval .irniaineut Assembled 
in the Chaiiiit-l. 



JjO-vnoN, Jan. 11.— Great Britain is 
seriously and steadily jjreiiaring for war 
on a very large scale both at sea and on 
land, against Germany or against Ger- 
many, France and Russia should they 
combine agaihst her. The iSmp^ror 
William tlirew down the gauntlet," it 
waf^ promptly picked up and energetic 
steps were iniinediutely taken by the 
British government to back up this 
action by a moat imposing display of 
naval power. These exciting political 
evcnbs eclipsed all other topics in the 
public mind during the week, and crowd- 
ed the Venezuelan question almost out 
of recollection. This, however, iemerely 
due to the better feelin<; prevailing hert 
in favor of gracefully submitting the 
whole matter to arbitration, whien 
Great Britain is arming for a struggle 



Transvaal Matters Not to Come Up 
in the Reichstag'— Displays 
of Bitterness. 



"Why the Kaiser Wrote to President 
Krugei — Fulfiliueut of a 
Promise. 



Berlin, Jan. 11. — It is the unanimous 

feeling in Germany that the Jameson 
raid Wits due to connivance on the part 
of the British government, and all Cier- 
inany is intenselj' but ijuietly anti- 
English. This feeling is finding vent in 
resolutions in favor of Transvaal in- 
dependence, and the entire press is ex- 
pressing hostility to England, 

In the Reichstag the Transvaal matter 
will not bo ventilated in consequence of 
a hint received from tbe minister of 
foreign affairs. Baron von Bieberstein, 
that the govemmeut does not want to 
show its hand. To that end the foreign 
budget, which was to have been dis- 
cussed in the Reichatag, was postponed 
indefinitely. 

The Emperor William, it is said, felt 
lifiund to assure President Kruger of 
Germany's sympathy, and if necessary, 
supjiort, iind he deemed himself bound 
to take this step by the verbal appeal of 
Piesident Kruger during the latter's 
stay in Berlin, made by tlie Emperor's 
grandfather, William, and Prince Bis- 
marck, for help ill the hour of trouble, to 
which ajjpeal the Emperor William 
made a half promise of sup- 
port. The attacks made on 
the Emperor by the London 
])reas are regarded here as being topical 
of British insolence. Germany insists 
simply on the status quo wtiich will 
suffice for the Transvaal to develop itsin- 
deijendenceand resources. Allspeculatlon 
beyond that is baseless. In insisting 
upon the independence of the Transvaal 
Germany is backed by the whole of 
iCurope. 

Several ol the newspapers point out 
that (iermtmy has big commercial inter- 
ersts in the Transvttal. For instance, tjie 
National Zeitung recalls that the Del- 
tigoii Hay railway was mainly constructed 
by Dutch and German cajiital, while a 
million marks are invested in tbe best 
Transvaal gold mi ties. 

Tne report that letters hiivo passed 
between Emperor William and Queen 
\'ictoria, in relation to the Transvaal 
matter is confirined here, the intima- 
tion being made that the Emperor has 
made a statement that, while not in- 
tending to oU'end England in any M'liy, 
he is fitiil of the opinion that Jame- 
son's raid was worthy of condemniitioii. 

The Tagitlihitt charges the I'^nglisb 
press with falsifying the news and says 
it is not true that Emperor William and 
the German governinent have asked for 
the help of llie lOuropean powers for the 
jiiirpose of neutralizing English inllii- 
eneo in the Transvaal. Both, according 
to the Tagblatt, insist the arrangements 
of the 1884 convention shall be reserved. 



DEPORTED FROM HAWAII. 

Vancohver, Jan. 11. — (Special.) — The 
case of .Cranston vs. Captain Bird itiid 
Manager Huddart, of the Canadian- 
Australian ateamahip jine, was conclud- 
ed to-day btiforo Mr. .Tustice Drake. 
Tbe case did not go to the jury, Cran- 
ston being non-suited. Jlr. \i. P. 
Davis, Q.C, for the 'defence, put in the 
jilea in the one instance that Jlanager 
Huddart was not responsil'le for any uii- 
iawful act of the oflicers of the ship ; in 
the other instance that Captain Bird 
was tho agent of the Hawaiian govern- 
ment, and that tlie deporting of Cran- 
ston was an act of state and 'Could only 
be settled legally between governments.

Russia, the question of the addition or 
subtraction of a few miles more or less 
of South American soil is a matter de- 
cidedly not worth haggling over. 

The activity in the Admiralty, War 
oflice and other offices called upon to 
take part in wtir preparations is really 
remarkable, and London is overrun with 
oflicers on the retired list or otherwise 
who are desirous of drawing the sword 
in defence of the Empire, The rapidity 
in which the varioas naval stations are 
commisaioning . war ships, large and 
small, for active service is pointed to 
with great pride and has served to re-" 
move any doubts the British may have 
had regarding the state of efficiency of 
the navy in the event of a sud'den 
call being made upon it for aggreosive 
action. The Portsmouth authorities 
explain that the war ships from tliat 
dockyard which are being promptly got 
ready to join the flying equad'roti are 
but three out of a total of twenty-eight 
in the fleet reserve which could be made 
ready for active service at short notice. 
Tlie gravity of the situation inay be 
estimated froni tbe fact, it is asst-rted, 
that never before in history of nations 
baa there been witnessed so powerful a 
naval armament as is shortly to be as- 
sembled in these waters ready for attack 
or defence against Germany or against 
the combined powers of Europe. The 
fleet being maoie ready for battle is ooni- 
])08ed e.xchisively of the very fastest and 
newest liritish war shijis afloat which 
will be ready for sea on Tuesday next. 

The entire channel squadron, com- 
manded by Kear-Adniiral the Right 
Hon. Lord Walter T. Kerr, with the 
flagship Majestic, a first-class battlesliij) 
of 1'1,000 tons, carrying four G7 ton guns, 
ten 6-inch tjuick liringguiis and nineteen 
smaller quick firing guns, reinforced by 
six torpedo destroyers, will assemble off 
Portsmouth ,lanu:iry 17. The flying 
squadron, which is to be ready for sea 
next Tuesday also, reinforced by 
six of the latest built torpedo boat 
destroyers, will assemble for final orders 
oir Spithead on January 16. The 
appointment of Rear-Admiral Alfred T. 
Dale to command the (lying sijiiadion is 
generally aiiiiriivcd. Mis llagcaptaiii on 
the flagship Kevetige, a lirst-chiss battle- 
ship of 14,150 tons, 18 inches of armor, 
four 67-ton guns, ten 6-inch iinick-firiiig 
guns, and l!6 smaller guns, will be Capt. 
Hon. Assheton G. Curzon Howe, C.B., 
who landed tlie bluejackets at Blue- 
fields, Jlosijuito Territory (Nicaragua) 
in 1894, in order to assist in maintaining 
order there. 

In connection with the prevailing 
war spirit here it is stated that the 
tjueen has expressed her desire that all 
British army and navy officers in future 
should wear uniforms, only putting on 
civilian clothes for the present like other 
European officers who are rarely seen in 
civilian dress even when on leave of 
absence. In Great Britain it has been 
dillerent; wlien ofRcers have been oil" 
duty they have tilniost invariably donned 
civilian dress, reserving tlieir uniforms 
for duty, hahs or state functions. All 
this is said now to bo changed, the 
clanking of spurs, the cluttering of 
sabres and tbe rattle of swords will be 
heard throughout the land, while in 
the fashionable thoroughfares of the 
metropolis there will bo bright visions of 
red, green, black and blue, gold and 
silver, sparkling steel and glistening 
accoutrements, to the delight of the fair 
sex and the envy of the swells who are 
not military or naval officers. All this, 
of course, will tend to fan tho war flame 
in Great Britain and heighten the spirit 
of aggression throughout the empire. 

It is dilbcult to give a good idea 
of how completely the generally un- 
emotional Britishers are imbued with 
tbe war spirit, hut at every public as- 
sembluge this week there has been som^' 
little incident or allusion which provok- 
ed a tumult of enthusiasm. For instance 
at the Olympia theatre the other night 
tho scene depicts the last stand of Major 
Wilson and the little band of British 
troopers in Matabeleland in 1894, when 
surrounded by 3,000 natives they fought 
three hours. Wilson in the midst of a 
circle of his dead fired the rifles which 
were handed him by a wounded man, 
and when the last cartridge was fired, 
taking off their hats, the few survivors 
sang "God Save the Queen " just as the 
enemy made the last rush on them and 
comjiloted the massacre. In depicting 
this exciting event, which w.-is 
actually jjart of the historv 
of the Jlatiibele war engineered 
by Dr, Jameson, occur tho lines "Eng- 
lishmen won't wait when the lives of 
their countrymen are in danger."

\'.\,vcofvi:n, ,Tan. 11. — The case of ('wiiis- 
ton vs. Capt, Bird, of the ,S.S. Wiirriiiioo, 
and .James liuddart, manager of the Can- 
adian line, was in progress all day yester- 
day and to-day. Cranston, who is an Am- 
erican subject, is suing for if50,l)0i.) damages. 
The case is on before .justice Dralce and a 
jury. According to the evidence Tapt. 
r.iril was asked by the Hawaiian goverii- 
iiienl to carry Cranston to Vancouver, the 
governinent iiayiiig his (lassage. Capt. 
Bird said to those representing the public 
of Hawaii that he must get a letter from 
them indemnifying hira uom blame. This 
was given him. Capt. Bird, however, 
swears that he was induced to take the men 
chiellj' on account of his being advised to 
do so by the British consul, the American 
consul raising no objections. Cranston was 
forcibly placed on hoard and accompanied 
out of the harbor by a Hawaiian guard. 
Cranston swears that all those who took 
their oath that he was a menace to the re- 
puldic, and had sided against them in the 
late rebellion lied ; that the members of the 
government were all liars, and that his re- 
putation Avas good. Justice Drake refused 
to allow evidence to be taken as to the con- 
dition of the lawMn Hawaii at the time of 
the deportation, as not sutlicient 
evidence had yet been put in bear- 
ing on tlie alleged conspiracy between Cap- 
tain Bird and the Hawaiian government. 
Johnson, the deported lOnglislimaii, and C. 
V. Ashl'ord, attorney-general tinder the 
late King of Hawaii, gave evidence. 

(i, H. Cowan and H. C. Shaw have en- 
tered into partnership.

Colonel Baker spoke as follows: It is 

now two years since I hud tlio plcasvue 

of attcndiii;; tlie annual meeting of tlio 

Mainland Teachers' Institute, and 1 can 

assure you that 1 feel niuuh i?ratiliod at 

findinf; myself again addressiu"; you on 

this occasion, as in duty bound, in my 

capacity of Minister of Education, 
^1 y position at these meetings is sonie- 

wliat analogous to that of a fanner who 

is about to cultivate a well prepared 

field, whi'di from its fertility and ada])t- 

ability will resj)ond — I hoijo kindly — to 

any labor which nniy bo bestoweii u])on 

it. I feel that I am addressing those 

who trade in knowledge, and -we 

are therefore all ol us sulRciently 

aware of how little we really know and 

liow much we have to learn. And when 

we analyse this trade in knowledge, 

in what docs it consist? In tlie cultiva- 
tion of mind. Yes, but what is mind? 

We have heard that i|nestion anuwcrcd 

to the ollect — " Wliat is mind no mat- 
ter, what is matter never inind,"' but 

we will endeavor to refresh om- memory 

on this occasion, and inasmuch as it is 

your priiicii)al duty to fashion immature 

minds into higher forms, it may be pro- 
fitable to dwell for a time upon what 

tlie human innigination conceives the 

mind to be, and in order to do this in an 

intelligent manner it will be necessary 
to go back to the genesis of knowledge. 
It is a long, long stride, and when we 
have spanned it we And ourselves landed 
somewhere about the genesis of 
life. At this resting place we 
become aware of tiio infinite powers 
of our reason, and we discover thjit, al- 
though tlie revelations of the present en- 
able us to recognize many of the wonders 
of the past, still we can only do so uj) to 
a certain point, and there we are forced 
to pause and to bow in reverence to the 
superior wisdom of the Allwise Creator. 
We have, however, learned this nnich 
hy the way, namely, that the limitation 
of our reasoning power is being exjjancl- 
ed upon a scientific formula, and that in 
perio<ls of time the boundaries of our 
knowledge arc being enlarged. 

Both in the infinitely great and the 
inflnitesinially small we are now able to 
see partially where before we were 
blind. The microscope has enabled ns 
to assert that there are living organisme 
so minute that it would take 
six tliQUsand. millions of them to 
cover a square inch, and even 
then the limit of the microcosm would

know that a great change has taken 
place, not only in the atmosphere, but 
also in the composition of the 
waters ot the ocean since the 
crf iition of the earth, and that a change 
is still going on, but so slowly as not to 
bo jierceptiblc to our senses. Evolution 
may, therefore, be an adaptation of life 
to the changing medilim? which sur- 
rounds existence. 

But before touching upon the spiritual 
or psychical condition of life, it may be 
well to indicate very briefly a few of the 
stages of evolution. 

It has been divided into three great 
epochs, namely, the Palrenroic, or period 
of ancient life ; rtbe Meso:!oic, or period 
of middle life ; lind tlie Oenozoic, or pe- 
riod of recent life; • 

As far as our - powers ot observation ^. . 
permit us to go, we find that life com- 1 lJ|I 
ineiices in the Paheozoic period with the \Jp^ 
protoplasm or first germ, and that tho.'je tfrp 
jiriniitive cells arrange themselves into 
groups to form what are called Protozoa.', 
sponge-like and shell-like organisms, 
which after great periods of time are 
accompanied by radiates, which we re- 
cognize in the present day in our jelly- 
/isli, sea anemones and star-fish; and 
these again were followed by niollusks 
which were the progenitors of our 
oysters and clams, and after further 
periods of time there ap))eared the arti- 
culates, from which have been evolved 
our shrimps, lobsters and crabs, and fin- 
ally there appeared upon the scene the 
vertebrates, which are represented by 
iishus, reptiles, bird and animals, any- 
thing, in fact, that has a backbone, and 
we remark that in each period of time 
there was a higher order of being. 

But it must be understood that in this 
process of evolution, the changes from a 
lower to a higher order of being did not 
occur in a regular sequence by the lower 
disappearing upon the advent of the 
higher order ; on the contrary, there ap- 
pears to have been a radiation of evolu- 
tion starting from the protoplasm as a 
common centre, and some of the organ- 
isms after considerable development fail 
and die out, some remain stationary, 
while others are developed into higher 
and higher orders of being. This may 
possibly be accounted for by the change 
which has taken plaoeintheatmos])here 
and in the waters of the ocean, whicli 
have become inimical to some organisms 
and favorable to others. 

Turning then to the Pala>ozoic period 
we find life commencing in the lower 
Siluiian formation. It may have existed 
in the Laurentian in the form of algie 
or seaweed, and indeed some scientists. 
Sir William Dawson among the numliiir 
think they have discovered what are 
called lihizopodti, a form of Protozoa, in 
the Lam-eiitiaii liiiicstone, but as far as 
our purjiose goes we may say that life 
commences in the lower Silurian forma 
tion with the Protozoa, Radiates, Mol 
lusks and Articulates, all of which were 
of marine origin. There was no life' upon 
the land at that period. When we 
ascend into the upper Silurian forma- 
tion we still find the same forms of life 
continuing, but a very important event 
now occiii's in the history of evolution 
by the appearance upon the scene of tlio 
first vertebrate in the form of a low order 
of fish, something like a dogfish of 
the jirescnt day, an . 1 want 
3'ou to realize the enormous 
length of time which it took from the 
jiiiiiieiicemeiit of life to arrive at even

end, neitlmr on the other hand can we 
realize distance being bounded because 
there must always be something beyond 
the boundary. 

Hardly a decade passes without some 
new revelation from science founded 
upon the experience of the past, and 
which tells us that although many of 
our former deductions were correct some 
of our premises were wrong. 

For example, the atomic theory of 
Democritus lias after a lapse of two thous- 
and years been corrected, and I might 
almost say perfected, by Clerk Maxwell 
and others. In point of fact we are 
gr.adnally being lifted up to a liiglier 
level of reasoning power, and we are at 
last permitted to grasp the wonderful 
hypothesis of evolution. 

And when we contemplate that hypo- 
thesis, what a marvellous revelation is 
laid out before us! We are first con- 
fronted with the advent of life upon this 
earth. How it came we are not as yet 
permitted to know, but a most ingenious 
and fascinating hypothesia has been 
suggested by the distinguished scientist 
Helrnholtz, and it may interest you if 1 
describe it. 

It is known that through the azure 
and clear sky — which the [leople of Van 



tebrate. Think ot that ! This is on the 
supposition that it has taken about 
ninety-six millions of years from the 
creation of life up to the present time, 
M'hicli has been divided into seventy- 
two millioua of years for the Paheozoic, 
eighteen millions of years for the Mezo- 
zoic, and six millions of years for the 
Ceuozoic jieriod. 

It is a long, long time, and it has been 
computed by measuring the thickness of 
the different strata and then calculating 
the length of time necessary for their 
dejiosition. Of course the computation 
can only be approximate even to some 
millions of years, but it affords a basis 
to reason upon. 

As we ascend into the formation above 
the U|)per Silurian, namely, the De- 
vonian, we lind it (diaractcrized by the 
great abundance of fisiies — it was alto- 
gether a very |fishy period; but even 
these fishes assumed a higher order of 
being by some of them becoming ganoid 
or covered by great shining scales, and 
we have only to place a salmon alongside 
a dogfish to become aware of how large 
a field there is for the development of 
even fishes. There was still no life 
upon the land at this period, except

The great streams of gigantic dust 
which aro circling through space are 
probably didiris from other worlds, 
and tliiiir courses have been 
so accurately delimid liy astronomers 
that they can foresiall almost to an hour 
when tlie8(! s! reams of dust will come 
into contact with the atmosiihure of the 
earthatabouteigliteen miles distance, but 
before that time the attraction of grav- 
ity has drawn the nearest rock matter 
towards the centre of the earth, and the 
accelerating velocity of falling creates 
so much friction from the air that the 
exterior of the meteorite becomes head- 
ed to incandescence and we s-ci! what is 
called a'fallin'g star. Helrnholtz suggests 
that there' dre germs of life from other 
worlds roaming through space in this 
ethereal dusk and that they may have 
come to us encased in meteorites. The

For example, 
there was the Plesiosaurus, which was 
half serpent, half crocodile; theleuano 
don, a large lizard, which stood 30 feet 



high; Ichthyosaurii, like great croco 
diles. some of them 70 feet long; the 
Pterosaurus, which could fly in the air, 
swim in the water and crawl on the 
land, and from which birds have been 
evoluted. It had a head like a croco- 
dile, and jnobably our icleas of a 
flying dragon are derived from this 
beast. Then there was the monster 
Labyrintliodon, a sort of huge toad as 
big as an ox, w hich went crawling about 
the laud and marstiy places. Altogether 
it must have been a period to give any- 
one the jumps, and I am very glad that 
we are out of it. 

But another important event in the 
history of evolution occurred towards 
the close of the Cretaceous formation 
by the appearance of the first mammal 
in the form of a marsupial, something 
after the fashion of our kangaroos of the 
liresent day— so that you see we are 
gradually gettin^up in the scale of life. 

This closes the Mesozoic period, wdiich 
you will remember took eighteen 
iiiillions of years to develoj). We 
now enter the Ceuozoic period, which 
has been divided into the Tertiary 
and (iiiartcriiary formations. This is 
the age of mammals, large and small, 
ind the Tertiary has been sub-divided 
into the Eocene, the Miocene and Plio-' 
cene formations. We now find, curi- 
ously enough, that most of the life 
which existed during the Cretaceous 
formation disappears when we enter 
the Eocene, and that new orders are 
borne. Again, when we enter the 
Miocene, more than half of the 
forms of life which existed in the 
I'ocene disappears, and still higher 
orders are born, and at last Avhen wo 
enter the Ciuarternary formation wo ar- 
,ve at the highest mammal of all in the 
form of man, after the lapse of ninety- 
six millions of years from the dawn of 
life. But even now we find some of the 
organisms of the Silurian period living 
among us, such as the well known Nau- 
tilus, which has retained the form it 
Iiossessed seventy millions of years ago.

In the matter of the trust of the will of 
tiiac^onio Bosai deceased and re t.'arlo Bossi 
deceased, a petition was yesterday present- 
ed tp the Chief Justice by Mrs. Rosa Bossi 
and her two daughters (the widow and chil- 
dren of the late Giaconio Bossi) and F. W. 
Wald. her ^oii-in-law. 

(liaconio Bossi died in 1893 leaving a will 
whereby he apiiointod his widow and the 
• Carlo Uossi and Acliille liossi heing 
also appointed trustees. .Aehille Bossi 
(h'clined to act. he residing in Italy. The 
will contained a clause that the real estate 
could only he sold in the life tune of .Mrs. 
Iiossi wilii her consent. Mr.-*. Hos.si under 
the power in the will, appointed F. \V 
\V'ald as a new trustee to act with Carlo 
Bossi. The [iroperty aftee the axipointinent 
still reniaineil in the name of Carlo Bossi 
alone as trustee. Carlo died in December, 
leaving a will and a]n>ointing his nephews 
A. B. and A, C Bossi his executors. Tlie 
real estate of Carlo Bossi was devised to 
Mrs. Carlo Bossi but the trust estate of 
(iincomo Bossi did not jiass 
iiiuler his will and therefore hy 
iporatioii of law has descended to Carlo 
ISossi's heirs subji'Ct to the trusts of the 
will of (liaconio liossi. Some of these heirs 
are in British Oilunihia, some in Italy, in 
llnssia, the United i-itates, and many other 
])hices. 

The petition was seiwed on the heirs of 
Bossi within tlie jurisdiction of the 
court, and on Mrs. Bossi. It was alleged 
by the petitioners that it was inijiossible to 
find out all the ludrs and their where- 
abouts, and, if they could he found, it would 
be attended with great e.v]ieiise and iiicon- 
veineiice to obtain conveyances for them. 

Mr, S. I'erry Mills apiieared for the pe- 
titioners and applied tor an order vesting 
the real projierty of (iiaeomo Bossi in tiie 
new trustee, l'\ W. Wald, or such other 
order as the court might, make, .Mr. Thorn- 
ton Fell a|)pearcd for the other heirs in the 
province, and Mr. il, B. W, Aikniiin for 
Sirs. C. liossi. Tiie Chief Justice reaerved 
his decision.

The Times, in justiticatiou we presume 
of its repeated denials in the face of the 
clearest proof, that Colonel Prior was a 
memberof the Cabinet, quotes a passage 
from a Toronto Globe article the object 
of which was to show that a Controller 
of Inland Revenue could not be — to use 
a foolish phrase invented by the Times — 
" a full-fledged cahinet minister." Here 
is an extract from the passage quoted by 
our contemporary : 

An obscure, inexperienced back-bench 
member of the House is ofl'ered a subor- 
dinate position in the Government with 
an inferior rank and smaller salary than 
a cabinet minister, and yet the people 
are told that he sitringa at once in the 
council of the nation to the same im- 
portance iim\ influence as the first 
minister." 

Wliat the Premier did say in the tele- 
gram to Col, Prior quoted by the Globe 
was that " You are Controller of Inland 
Revenue and a member of the Cabinet, 
and have just as mnch voice in the 
afTairs of the Dominion as I have." 
This, as f ill' n'uili'i- sees, is very (lidorent, 
indeed, I rmii the ( ikiljc's i 'araplirase of 
the sentence. Tlie ( llobe oui,'ht to know 
tiiat there is no diiiereiice in rank among 
Cabinet Ministers, one Cabinet Minister 
is the equal of a; y other Cahinet Minis- 
ter. The Globe, of coiirsi", knows this, j 
but it did not suit its piii j)ose to admit ; 
it when commenting: on (.'ol. I'ricjr's aj)- 
jioiiitiuent pruviuus to bis election. 

There is nothing .straiiye or unreason- 
iible about the Premier's statement. It 
'holds good witli respect to members of 
Parliament as well as Cabinet Ministers. I 
The youngest and least experienced | 
back-liench member of the House of 
■Commons ha.s just as much voice in tlie 
adairs of the Dominion as the Prime 
Minister himself — l)nl be is 
very far indeed from liaving 
the same "importance and influence" 
as the first minister. The back-bench i 
niember'i? vote counts for quite as much 
on a division as that of the Premier him- ; 
self. Sir John Mai'donalil has been 
known publicly to rem iiul a young and 
diffident member tliat he was, in the 
House of Commons, absolutely his 
equal. 

We are surprised that the Globe 
tjhonld say that Sir Mackenzie BoweH s 
telegram, in which be Ht:ited the above 
obvious trutli, was a iiien' electioneer- 
ing dodge. This is as much as to say 
that the I'reiuiei- of thi' Dominion would 
sign his iiiiiue to a stuteiiient I 
that he knows to be absolutely) 
false. Sir Mackenzie Bowell, as the' 
Globe well knows, is not that kind of 
man. The telegram to Col. Prior simply ' 
corroborated the offer that was made to 
that gentleman in tlie first jilaee. ! 

Flore are tn^ terms in wbicli tlie offer 
was made: "Kindly asiu'rlaiii I'roni 
Prior if he will accept a controllersli ip 
with a seat in the Cabinet. This would 
give British Columbia a voice in the 
Oouneil," This oll'er was niad(! 
over Sir Mackenzie J^owell's signti- 
ture. It was simply a business ' 
proposition. It had no electioneering I 
object As Sir :Miickenzie Bowell is 
known to be an honest man it was to be 
presumed that he had the power to give 
Col. Prior what he oflfered him, and 
when Mr. Templeman afTected to doubt 
the jjenuinenoss of the offer and when 
he ridiculed the idea of a controller 
being made a " full fledged " cahinet 
minister he virtually accused the Pre- 
mier of being guilty of an offence similar 
to that which a man commits who givoH 
in payment of a debt a cheque on a bank 
in which he knows he has no funds. This 
is a monstrous supposition and one whicli 
it is difficult to believe any man of in- 
telligence would entertain for a moment. 
Yet this is the assumption wliich the 
•Times and many leading men on the 



A MEAX ELECTION TRICK. 

We are not among those who consider 
that sermons are above criticism. Dis- 
courses, whether delivered from the pul- 
pit or the platform or printed in the 
newspapers, are intended for the guid- 
ance of the public and are, therefore, 
open to public criticism. But that 
criticism should be honest. Words 
should not be put in the preacher's 
month which he never uttered, nor 
should views be attributed to him which 
he did not express or entertain. 

The criticism on Canon Beanlands' 
sermon on the school question which 
was scattered about the streets in the 
shape of an electioneering "dodger," 
was the very reverse of honest. The 
reverend gentleman, in a letter to this 
[laper, thus characterises this elec 
tioneering criticism : 

"Then without attempting either t( 
give the real drift of my sermon or cor 
rect extracts from it, a paragraph is set 
forth purporting to be vettStim, yet of 
which not a single sentence is mine nor 
is the main allegation mine either." 

What Mr. lieanlands describes is not a 
criticism, but an impudent falsification. 
That the descri])tion which lie gives of 
the election skit is correct is virtually 
admitted by its author, who said yester- 
day in. a letter to the Grit weekly ; 
" First of all let ine state that 
the report was not intended to be 
n-rhalim, but I admit that being placed 
in inverted commas, which was a mi 
take of the printer, it might be taken as 
such." 

What could be more disingenuous 
than this? To give out under quotation 
marks what purported to be the exact 
words of the preacher, using the fir.st 
personal pronoun as well, and then to 
state that the inverted commas were a 
mistake of the printer! Was the use of 
the pronoun " I " in the passage also a 
mistake of the printer? The, use of that 
pronoun without the quotation marks 
was quite sufficient to show that the 
electioneering critic intended the passage 
to be considered by his readers as tlio 
exact words uttered by Canon Bean- 
lands. The excuse of the author is as 
shallow and llimsy as it is dishonest. 
It is very evident tliat the skit was a 
deliberate falsification of part of Canon 
Beanland's sermon, and that the falsifi- 
cation was committed for no other pur- 
pose than to deceive the electors. This 
mean and unscrupulous trick is quite in 
keeping with the dnt policy from the 
beginning to the end of the campaign. 

SIZED UP. 

The Montreal tiazette sees very clearly 
the posiuon in which the Victoria Times 
has placed itself by its stupid denials of 
what had been proved to be true, and hy 
the lying telegrams which it was so un- 
scrupulous as to publish. In an article 
on Col. Prior's appointment in its issue 
of the -Ith inst., it says: 

.fudging from the way in wliicb Col. 
Prior's appointment has been received 
by the Opposition |)ress in British Col- 
umbia, the Government has every rea- 
son £o be satisfied with the step it has 
taken. When the announcement was 
ma{le the Victoria Times took it for 
granted, that as Col. Prior was appointed 
C(nitr()lk"r, he would not have a seat in 
the Cabinet. Hastily assiiiiiing lliis to 
be the case, (he Times took tin.' line that 
British Ci)liiinhia was tu he put <ill' with 
a cDiilrcjllei sliip and its chiiius ilisn-^ard- 
(.'(1 ; if it bail been a seat in thi' Cabincl, 
it would liave lieen different anil so on. 
Having made t lie mistake of projihesy- 
ing liefore it knew, the 'J'iines committed 
a far greater blunder liy refusing to ac- 
knowledge its error wlien it was made 
absolutely c'.ear to every one of average 
intelligence. The I'reniier telegraphed 
that he hadoflTered Col. Prior a seat in 
the Cabinet, and that Col. Prior had 
accepted it, but the Times scoffed at the 
message and threw doubts upon its 
genuineness. There never was a clearer 
CISC of the ostrich liiding its betid in 
the .■"■and and foolishly niagining its 
imrsuers would not set t. liiil the 
Cniiservative pajiers in Butisli Coluin- 
biii — its local oppmient, the Victoria 
Coi.o.Msr, in the van — were after tluj 
Times, and draggeil it from its hiding 
place. Still the jioor, unfortunate Times 
would not admit that it was beaten. As 
hiding its head in the sand did not sm;- 
ceed, it tried the further expedient of 
knocking its head against a stone wall. 
On the strength of one of the fake LiVieral 
despatches from Ottawa, it stated 
that "Dr. Bourinot, the high- 
est constitutional authority in Can- 
ada, lias given his opinion that it 
is unconstitutional and utterly impossi- 
ble to give a controller a cabinet seat, 
and drew attention to it editorially as 
" ))iitting an end to the false pretences 
in reuard to Col. Prior's position." So 
it (lid, but not in the way the Times ex- 
pei;t(Ml. The Ottawa despatch im- 
mediately called forth the following 
telegram : 

Ottawa, Ont., Due. 21, 189,5. 
I fun. Col. Prior, Victnrin, B.C.: 

In reply to your telegram I have (o .state 
that no expression ol'oiiinion whatever has 
enuinatet! from iiie concerning tl.c consti- 
tutional or any other asjiect of proposed 
oaliiiict arraiigomcntH. 

(.Signed) .J. <i. Bouiii.not., 

The Times has made a tremendous 
fuBB and flurry in getting itself into a 



hole; and now everybody in British 
Columbia is waiting to see it crawl out 
again. 

"The poor unfortunate Times" has 
not profited by the lesson it has been 
taught and is not in the slightest degree 
abashed by the exposure of its deceptive 
tricks and its iinpu<ient falsehoods. It 
is doing tlie old biisinesa at the old stand, 
and trying to l^razen it out by abus- 
ing and falsely accusing the Colonist. 
But its shamelessnesB and its hardihood 
will not avail it. The public now know 
what dependence is to be placed on its 
most confident assertions and its most 
emphatic denials. 



FORGED TES TIM ON Y. 

It appears that the " Laurier called 
ill " extra issued from the Times ofKce 
on election day in the interest of its 
manager, Jlr. Templeman, had not even 
the doubtful merit of originality. A 
Quebec publisher, it is stated, had circu- 
lated a similar story, which was tele- 
graphed to Ottawa and having appear- 
ed in the Citizen on Monday morning 
was quickly found to bo a fabrication. 
Tlie Times' Ottawa eorreapondent, ap- 
parently thinking that his employer 
Mr. Templeman might use the false re- 
port with advantage, telegraphed it to 
Victoria, where it Was indeed eagerly 
seized upon and so embellished that 
even the author would not recognize it. 
" Laurier will meet Lord Aberdeen this 
afternoon," the telegram said, but the 
men who supported Mr. Templeman 
supplemented that modest announue- 
mcnt. " Laurier is called in — Con- 
sulting with the (iovernor-General 
this afternoon at Ottawa " was 
what tliey issued on a fly sheet at 
three o'clock— six o'clock at Ottawa — 
and published in the Times two liours 
later. They must have known the truth 
before then; in fact there is evidence 
that the false report first reached them 
on Sunday, for editorially the Times on 
jNlonday afternoon said that the news 
was " in complete hurinouy witli the 
predictions in this morning's issue." 

The cam)iaign against Hon. E. G. 
I'rior was instituted under false pre- 
tences, and this closing incident was 
quite in keeping with the policy of de- 
ceit pursued throughout. A bold-letter 
advertisement appearing yesterday pro- 
claims to tlie ])ublie that the Times is 
" forging ahe'ad." Would it be too 
much to tisaume that this i.s a reference 
to the teKtii:iouy from Ottawa by moans 
of which Mr. Templeman hoped to de- 
feat Col, Prior? 

SCHOOL TRUSTEES. , 

We are glad to see that good men are 

in the field as School Trustees. We 
hope that the electors will make a wise 
choice. .Men and women of intelligence, 
education and experience are offering 
the city their services. Those candidiit(;s 
who have already filled the office of 
Trustee acceptably and performed its 
duties faithfully have a claim on the 
electors which will, no doubt, not be 
lost sight of. Trustees do their work — 
often ilelicaieand tlifBciilt — gratuitously, 
and those who do it zealously 
and effectively deserve well of 
their fellow citizens. We do not 
think that the electors will find it 4ard 
to make a judicious slioice. There are 
candidates in the field who know how 
schools ought to- be conducted, and who, 
if elected, svill not only keep the schools 
up to their present standaril, but n<)int 
out bow they i^an be raised higher. They 
will also use th(-- power which the law 
gives them moderately and considerate- 
ly. It should riot be for a moment for- 
gotten that the more intelligent a trus- 
tee is and the better he has been educat- 
ed the more efiiciently will he, other 
things iKiing ecpud, jierform his duties. 
The electors slioiikl reinoinljer that in 
giving the city a. good board of Trustees 
they will confer a great benefit on them- 
selves and their children, and one, the 
edects of which will be felt for many 
yeais to come. We trust that there wiU 
be a large vote, and tliat- the electors in 
marking their ballots will have no object 
in view except the interests of education 
and the good of the children.

I'.xcerpt from Rules and Orders Relating 
to Private Bills. 



ALL APPLICATIONS for Private BOla, prop« 
eriy the subject of legislation by the 
Legislative Assembly of Britisti ooiumoia, 
within the purview of the "British North 
America Aet, 1807," whether for the erectlonof 
a Bridge, the malting of a Railway, Tramway, 
Turnpike Road.or Telegraph orTeleplione Line; 
the construction or imnrovenient of a Harbour, 
Canal, Lock, I)um, Slide, or other like work: tlie 
granting of a right of Ferry; the incor- 
poration of any j-iirticular trade or calling, or 
of anj Joint Stock Company; or otherwise for 
granting to any individual or individuals any 
exelu.'^ive or peculiar richts or privileges what- 
ever, or for doing any iriutter or tiling wliich in 
its operation would aireot the rights or property 
ol other partfcs, or relate to any particular class 
ol the community, or for making any amend- 
ment of a like nature to any former Act,— shall 
require a Notice, clearly and distinctly specify- 
mglthe nature and ''object of the application 
and, where the applloatlon refers to any pro- 
posed work, indicating generally the location 
of the work, and signed by or on behalf of the 
applicants, such notice to be published as fol- 
lows: 

In the British Co) "mbia Gazette and in one 
ncwBpai>df puldished in the JltotTict attected, 
or if there be no newspaper published therein, 
then in a newspayier in the next nearest District 
in which a newspaper is published. 

Such notice shttll be continued in each ease 
for a period of at least six weeks, during the in- 
terval of time between the close ol the next pre- 
ceding Session and the consideration of the 
Petition, and copies of such notice shall bo sent 
by the parties Inserting such notice to the 
Clerk of the House. 

Before any Petition, praying for leave to 
bring iu a Private Rill for tlie erection of a Toll 
Bridge, is received by the House, tiie person or 
persons inteiHliug to petition for sucli Bill 
shall, upon giving the notice proscribed by the 
preceding rule, also at the same time in tlie 
same manner, give notice of the rates wiiicii 
they intend to ask, the extent of the privilege, 
the height of the arches, the interval between 
the abutmeats or piers for the passage ol rafts 
and vessels, and mentioning also whether they 
intend to erect a draw-bridge or not, and the 
dimension's of the same. 

Private Bills sliall be so framed as to incor- 
porate by reference the clauses of the General 
Acts relating to the details to be provided for 
by such BiUs:— Special grounds shall be es- 
tablished for any proposed departure from this 
principle, or for the introduction of other pro- 
'Visions as to such details, and a note shall he- 
appended to the Bill indicating the provisions 
thereof in which theGeucral .\cti8 proposed to 
be departed from. 

The promoters of a Private Bill shall pay the 
Clerk of the House the sum of one hundredi 
dollars before the first reading thereof ; and an 
additional sum of one hundred dollars Im- 
mediately after the second reading thereof^ 
And no such BUI shall be read' a first time, or 
committed after second reading, until the feeS' 
payable on the first or second . ieadlug respect- 
ively arc paid to the Clerk. All Bills shall be 
prepared by tlie parties applying for tlie same, 
and printed in small pica type, twenty-six cms 
by fifty cms, on good paper, in Imperial octavo 
form, each page when folded measuring lo;'^ 
Inches by 7.\; inelies, and 100 cojiies thereof 
shall be deposited with the Clerk of the House 
immediately before the first reading. 

Authority to 'act as .Parliamentary Agent may 
be obtained on application to the Clerk of tbe- 
House and upon payment of tlie sum of five 

dollars.

Alills belli that the bank eaiin.it claim any 
.sucli privileL'e. as that would be contrary 
to tlie s]'ir:l ami express wording of tin- 
act which )>rovides that all land and per- 
sonal property ami income in the province 
(d' British <'oruinbia shall be liable to la.tii- 
tion. suh)(-ct to certain exem|i|ions. fliere 
i- notbii'iu: in those exemption.- to show 
llnit nneii V deposited in a bank is I'rci' 
from t.i.xation. 'fhi' judgment eoiitinnes: 

■' If tiie biiTik claims tlie privilege of eoii- 
c ealing the names of depositors and 
the anioiint of deposits respective- 
ly, such amount of dtuiosits can 
be assessed in the name of the bank iia 
iigainst an ngent or trustee for the deposit- 
ors, anil if Ihe bank pi^rsisls in refusing to 
disclose t!ie name of such depositors, 1 
slndl have no :ilternative than to assess the 
bank !i- iii.-eiit or trustee under the net. 
Tnlil the ini'oi-ni.-ition is olilaineil the ,is- 
sessnieut riiiinot bi- adjusted by thisconrt. 
It is ui>t forme to point out llie precise 
steps that should be taken by the assessor, 
but it would ;i|>ijear that he can obtain fur- 
ther information from the bank or its rep- 
resentatives by talcing the necessary pro- 
ceedings."

Why Ohio's Governor n»8 No Veto, 

Tliu go\»rnor of Ohio is tho only ex- 
eputivo in tho country who has not tho 
power of veto. It seems that &e Buck- 
eye State has done business without this 
provision for years. Tho story of how it 
was abolisJied is interesting. Years ago 
Ohio governors derived a big share of 
their income from marriages, for per- 
forming which they were allowed if 2 
each. In the curly days that was a largo 
sum, and tlio executives counted this a 
principal .source of revenue. Finally tiie 
fee was abolished by legislative enact- 
ment, but the governor's- salary was 
Bulficieutly increased to cover tho fees 
thus lost. General Arthur St. Clair, wlin 
w.xs then governor of the territory, ve- 
toed tlio bill abolishing the fees and 
signed the ono raising the governor'.'- 
salary. This performance, so tho story 
goes, so angered the people that tliey 
Boon afterwiu:d abolished the veto pow- 
er, and kitor took it out of tho constitu- 
tion. —Buffalo Express. 



U(I<litli;H of niarriaee. 

Half tho weddings in the country are 
celebrated on Wednesday and Thur.sday. 
Saturday has more than the average 
number. Friday is not a favorite, as 
few marriages are celebrated on that 
day. Widowers are' more inclined to 
marry than bachelors, and widows more 
inclined than spinsters. Both facts are 
eloquently in favor of the comparative 
advajitago of matrinumy. For one bache- 
lor that marries between the ages of 50 
and 55 seven widowers remarry between 
these ages. These are marriages out of 
an equal number of each class. The ac- 
tual number of bachelors married will 
bo greatest only in proportion as they 
exceed by seven to one tho actual num- 
ber of widowers living at these ages. 
Under the same conditions, for every 
spinster married between SO and S5 two 
widows are remarried. — Philadelphia 
Times. 



AlUeator Teeth. 

In 1890 about 200 pounds of alligator 
teeth wore sold, hunters receiving from 
$1 to |2 a pound for thorn. They are re- 
moved by burying the heads and rotting 
out Iho teeth. Of the best teeth abi mi 
70 make a pomid. The stuffing of alli- 
gators and the polishing of the teeth 
givo omploymout to 40 persons. Unfor- 
tunately alligators grow very slowly. 
At 15 years of ago thoy are only 2 feet 
long. A 13 footer may bo Kup])osed rea- 
sonably to be 76 years old. It is believed 
tjiat tibey grow as long as they live, and 
probably they live longer than any oth- 
er animals. — ^Philadelphia Ledger.

Candidates for Mayor aiul for Alder- 
men of North Ward Address 
the Electors. 



A Well Att elided Mcetiu!? in Vic- 
toria West School Listens to 
Many Speeches. 



Tlie^llrst meeting of the civic election 
campaign was held at the school house, 
Victoria West, last night to hear tho 
candidates, for mayor and for ^Idermen 
for North Ward. 

Mr. Noah Shakespeare accepted the 
chair and before any candidates spoke a 
list of four f|uestioiis was read, askin;; 
them (1) if they would maintain Cntig- 
flower road on its original lines; (2) to 
have the K. it M. remove the fences 
across the old Esquimalt road; (3) to 
increase existing sidewalks to four feet, 
and ('!) to support the erection of a fire 
hall in Victoria West. 

Aid. Bragg said he would do what was 
right in regard to Crai;;flower, and that 
he believed all sidewalks should be six 
foot wide when iiossiljle, while Victoria 
West sliould have have a (ire hall. 

Aid. .'\Iacmillan had done all ho could 
to get better lire })rotectioii, but the 
people had refused to vote the money. 
As to the Craigliower road, it was a pub- 
lic highway. As to to the second ijues- 
tior., he believed the 10. & N. were ready 
to move their fences, but outside the 
right of way, the city had to tlo the 
grading; but it had not the money last 
year. He want id the sidewalks built 
by day labor. 
"Mr. Gerow withdrew from the alder- 
nianic contest. 

j\Ir. D. McNaughton in regard to the 
first and -second questions said he 
would do what was right; and 
was for giving more sidewalks if there 
was money. It was no use telling them 
what he was going to do before he had 
tlie power. 

Mr. yi. II limber would siipport any- 
thing' that was right and would support 
the erection of a lire hall, esiiecially if it 
were brick. (Laughter.) lie was in 
favor of good wide sidewalds. If they 
elected him he would do his best, and 
Aid. Macmillan could not do better with 
all his flowery talk. (Laughter.) 

Mr. William Marchant advocated 
economy as the taxes from real estate 
would nearly all be swallowed up by tiie 
city debt. He expressed himself 
generally in favor of day's work, though 
there were cases where contract was 
more advisable. The jiolice force too 
needetl improveiiieiit. In regard to the 
various tjuestions he would do what was 
right. 

There was a talk between Mr. Mar- 
chant and Mr. Callow, the latter saying 
that when Mr. Marchant was school 
trustee preference in work was given to 
people of a certain religious persuasion 
and residents of Spring Ridge. This Mr. 
Marchant denied. 

Mr. W. J. Dwyer thought the income 
ot the ( ity would be very much decreas- 
ed during the year if the standard set 
by ,J iiilge Crease at the assessment ap- 
peals was followed by the assessor. In 
rcgaid to the questions he would do 
what he considered legal and right, and 
was in favor of sidewalks and of more 
lire jirotection. 

]Mr. II. v.. Levy tliouglit the city had 
prescriptive right to the Craigflower 
road, and he would if elected uphold it. 
He also favored the second question and 
that relating to sidewalks. He wanted 
more fire protection and, in speaking of 
economy in civic expenditure, he be- 
lieved every candidate for mayor and 
aldermen should pledge themselves to 
work without any salary. He advocated 
day labor, but he did not recognize that 
the sanie (iod wluj made the Chinaman 
and ,Iap made him. He did not con- 
sider a Chinaman the eijual of a white 
man. 

Mr. George Glover intimated " that 
promises like the good pie crust were 
made but to bo broke," and therefore ho 
had long ago made np his mind that he 
would not make any direct promises if 
he ever stood for a public position. That 
was his position now. He would do 
what was right in the Craigflower road 
case, and he also would do what he 
could to carry out the wishes of the rate- 
payers aa expressed by the other (lues- 
tions. 

The Chairman exjiressed iiimself as 
against paying salaries to mayor and 
aldermen. 

Mr. Fairall spoke in similar sense, 
while Alderman Macmillan did not see 
the use of a man giving his work for 
glory and honor. 

Aid. JIcLellan, one of thecandidates 
for I\layor, said he would stand up for 
keej)ing Craigliower road open for the 
i'on\-i>iiience of the public. (Ajiplause.) 
Ill ii'^ard to the second question, the V.. 

M. railway offered aa far aa they were 
concerned to do the work in a lirst-class 
manner. They were ready to go ahead 
with it as soon as the city had money 
to do their part. Aa to sidewalks he 
had done what he could towards getting 
sidewalks laid as far as the money would 
eo. He would not take the position as 
Mayor without any remuneration, for he 
believed that it was not fair to ask a 
man to fill the position and then put his 
hand in his])ocketto .entertain strang- 
ers and spend other money inseparable 
from that position. 

Mr. .lohn Robertson, candidate for 
mayor, speaking of the Craigflower 
road, did not think that any man had a 
right to clcHO up a road that had been 
open for -15 years.' lie warjled to 
see more str(;et work and believed in 
horrowintc money for that jiurpose. lie 
commended tlu? improvement of the 
waterw(n-ks as I hat -.vas proving ;i source 
of revenue (o the city. He wanted to 
see a railway come into Victoria and 
thought every alderman should support 
such a railway if the matter came before 



the city council as ho thought it would 
this year. 

Mayor Teague went into the history of 
the Craigflower road trouble. He saw 
no other course than to take the street 
over in a legal manner and see it kept 
open. As to tlie second question, the 
E. & N. Co. were roady to do their part 
as soon as the city bad the money, to do 
its share. He was in fayijr of increased 
sidewalk accommodation and better fire 
protection. . , 

Hon. Robert Beaven said he was again 
a candidate for the mayoralty. It was 
one of the most ditlieult matters to fin- 
ance this city, and he would like to 
see the city conducted on business 
principles. Aa to the Craigflower 
road and other questions, it 
was the incoming council's duty to take 
them up and settle them. As soon as 
better lire protection and more side- 
walks could be given it should, be done. 
He wanted to see united action to im- 
prove the city especially in regard to 
streets and sidewalks. 

The meeting adjourned at half-past 
eleven. 



C'ABINET MAKING

He Hns Worked. 

Ott.\wa, Jan. 11. — (Special) — Hon. 
Geo. A. KirKpatrick arrived irom 
Toronto this, morning and had a long 
conference with Sir Mackenzie Bowell 
to-day. Sir Charles Tupper, Bart., and 
Hon. Peter AVhite, speaker of the Com- 
mons, also sjient considerable time with 
the Premier. To-night Chief Jtistice 
Meredith is ])roniinently mentioned as 
the likely leader from Ontario 
upon the retirement of Sir Mac- 
kenzie Bowell, which may soon 
follow the present reconstruction of 
the ministry. If Dr. Weldon, of Albert 
comes in it will bo without portfolio for 
the present. T. E. Kenny, M.P., who 
was oU'ered a portfolio when Sir John 
Thompson died, but could not then ac- 
cejit it, may now become the elder 
Tupper's coU'eague in the cabinet repre- 
sentation of Nova Scotia. Sir Donald 
Smith is likely to be invited to join the 
cabinet without portfolio. 

The social festivities of the Cajiital 
have not sufl'ered muL'h through the 
ministerial troubles, and tn-niglit the 
atate drawing room held by llis Excel- 
lency and the Countess of Aberdeen in 
the Senate chamber was a brilliant 
success.
